My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  County  of  Huntingdon 
for  the  year  1925,  compiled  from  information  obtained  by  the 
Staff  of  the  County  Health  Department  and  from  the  various 
Reports  submitted  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the 
several  Sanitary  Authorities  within  the  County. 

There  is  little  change  in  the  population  and  on  the 
Census  figures  there  is  a reduction  of  33  compared  with  1911. 
The  birth-rate  has  shown  an  increase  as  compared  with 
1924,  but  a serious  drop  when  contrasted  with  1923  ; the  death- 
rate  is  the  same.  The  principal  causes  of  death  were  diseases 
of  the  heart,  respiratory  system  and  cancer.  The  majority  of 
the  deaths  from  heart  disease  or  heart  failure  were  in  late  life, 
there  having  been  only  4 deaths  under  the  age  of  45.  Of  the 
416  deaths,  100  were  between45  and  65,90  between  65and75,and 
144  over  75,  which  is  very  satisfactory;  24  were  of  children 
under  1 year  of  age,  of  which  number  13  were  due  to  premature 
birth  and  circumstances  incidental  thereto.  It  is  hoped  that 
expectant  mothers  will  consult  the  District  Midwives  in  future 
more  than  they  have  done  in  the  past,  so  that  preventable 
accidents  may  be  avoided. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  is  44'6  per  1000,  as  against 
64  6 in  1924.  This  is  a very  satisfactory  figure. 
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Infectious  diseases  have  been  rather  prevalent,  which 
has  been  verv  unfortunate.  In  the  Urban  districts  Scarlet

Fever  was  evenlv  distributed  throughout  the  various  towns,  and 
the  majority  of  cases  within  the  area  served  by  the  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Huntingdon. 
In  the  Norman  Cross  Rural  District  there  were  20  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  and  11  of  Diphtheria,  none  of  which  were  removed  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital  The  isolation  of  early  cases  assists  in 
preventing  the  spread  of  the  epidemic,  and  it  is  regretted  that 
more  use  is  not  made  of  the  Fever  Hospital  in  this  area. 

Tuberculosis  is  now  grouped  under  the  Infectious 

Diseases  and  there  were  67  cases  of  Pulmonarv  Tuberculosis 

and  27  cases  of  Non-Pulmonarv  notified  and  dealt  with.  One

must  impress  upon  all  concerned  the  desirability  of  early 
notification,  for  unfortunately  a large  number  of  the  patients 
were  notified  with  the  disease  in  an  advanced  state. 

Under  the  Midwives  Act  and  the  Notification  of  Birth 
Extension  Act,  good  work  has  been  done  by  the  County  Health 
Visitors  and  by  the  part-time  Health  Visitors  under  the 
supervision  of  Miss  Cook,  the  Superintendent  of  the  County 
Nursing  Association.  The  births  attended  by  Doctors  were 
approximately  double  the  number  attended  by  Midwives. 

The  onlv  Institution  in  the  County  owned  bv  the  Countv 
is  Wyton  Sanatorium,  in  which,  although  it  has  some  130  beds, 
there  are  only  about  30  Huntingdonshire  patients  under  treat- 
ment. The  results  have  been  very  satisfactory,  but  would  have 
been  more  so  bad  the  patients  been  notified  early  enough  to 
have  been  capable  of  being  cured.  One  cannot  too  strongly 
insist  upon  the  fact  that  the  vast  majority  of  cases  of  consump- 
tion are  not  taken  in  hand  early  enough. 

Generally  speaking  the  health  of  the  County  is  satisfac- 
factory  with  the  exception  of  an  excessive  amount  infectious 
diseases,  more  especially  in  Norman  Cross  area,  who,  with  a 
population  of  approximately  5000  had  9 cases  of  Diphtheria, 
and  20  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  none  of  which  appear  to  have 
been  isolated  at  the  Fever  Hospital,  and  all  of  which  cannot  be 
effectively  isolated  in  the  average  home  in  a Rural  District.

The  ratio  of  illegitimate  to  total  births  thus  shown  is  58-8  per 
1000.  In  1924  the  ratio  was  56T  and  in  1914  was  53  per  1000. 
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DEATH-RATE. 

There  were  669  deaths  altogether  registered  belonging  to  the 
County.  This  number  included  those  deaths  which  took  place  out- 
side the  Countv,  and  excludes  “ non-resident.”  i.e.,  those  which  took 
place  in  the  County  of  persons  not  belonging  to  the  District. 

The  death-rate  was  12-5  per  1000,  the  same  as  in  1924. 

In  the  Urban  Districts  283  deaths  were  registered  with  a death- 
rate  of  11*5  per  1000,  and  in  the  Rural  Districts  416  deaths  were 
registered  making  a death-rate  of  13-3  per  1000. 

The  principal  causes  of  deaths  are  shewn  in  Table  III.

The  Enfant  Mortality  Rate  means  the  number  of  children 
who  die  under  the  age  of  one  year  in  proportion  to  one  thousand 
births. 

In  1925  there  were  45  infant  deaths  and  in  1924  the  number  was 
62,  making  a rate  of  infant  mortality  per  1000  births  44'6  as  against 
64-6  in  1924. 

FOOD  SUPPLY. 

There  is  no  information  on  the  Food  Supply  except  that  of  the

MIDWIVES  ACT, 

During  the  year  1925  the  system  of  visits  was  continued  by 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  names  of  21  women  practicing  in  the  County  were  on  the 
register;  18  were  trained  midwives  and  3 were  bona  fides.  Of  the 
21  trained,  13  worked  in  connection  with  Nursing  Associations  and 
8 were  in  private  practice. 

35  notifications  for  sending  for  medical  help  were  received 
from  midwives.

HEALTH  VISITORS’  REPORT. 

During  the  year  1925,  14,539  visits  were  paid,  of  which  7007 
were  by  the  whole  time,  and  7532  by  the  part  time  health 
Visitors.  The  scope  of  the  work  includes  visits  to  expectant  mothers 
known  as  ante-natal,  visits  from  birth  to  the  age  of  1 year  known  as 
infant  welfare,  visits  to  children  from  1 — 5 years  known  as  child 
welfare,  and  visits  to  children  of  school  age.  In  addition  special 
visits  were  paid,  including  measles  and  tuberculosis.  368  cases  of 
tuberculosis  were  visited  in  their  own  homes,  and  866  school  children 
were  followed  up  as  a result  of  medical  inspection  There  were  69 
miscellaneous  visits  paid  by  the  County  Health  Visitors,  and  25  by 
the  Local  Nursing  Associations,  whilst  under  the  Notification  of 
Births  Act,  4262  were  paid  by  the  whole-timers,  and  2296  by  the 
Nurses  of  the  Local  Associations.  In  connection  with  Child  Welfare 
2051  visits  were  paid  by  the  County  Health  Visitors,  and  3102  by  the 
part-time  Nurses. 

The  supply  of  Milk  to  Mothers  in  cases  of  necessity  has  been  of 
great  help  and  it  is  believed  that  many  infants’  lives  have  been  saved. 
When  fresh  milk  is  available  it  has  been  supplied,  and  where  it  is 
not  to  be  obtained  dried  milk  has  been  used  in  its  stead.  In  no  case 
has  milk  been  supplied  until  investigation  has  shown  that  the  parents 
are  unable  to  supply  it  themselves.  A written  statement  as  to  their 
circumstances  is  asked  for,  and  those  who  are  able  to  contribute  pay 
a portion  of  the  expenses.
